The 100th birthday of a Ro- 
mulus home, that once served 
as the St. Andrew’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, was re- 
cently celebrated by its 
owners Mark and Candy 
Lewkowicz and the Romulus 
Historical Society. 

Among its former residents 
were 90-year-old Charlie Lau 
and his family, who resided 
there while Lau and his sib- 
lings were still small children 
in about 1917. 

Lewkowicz, who currently is 
president of the Greater Ro- 
mulus Chamber of Commerce, 
invited the historical unit to 
his home at Bibbins and Olive 
streets on Nov. 20, 1993. 

The historical group ac- 
cepted the offer because its 
usual meeting site (the Ro- 
mulus Public Library) was un- 
dergoing asbestos abatement 
work. But, even more impor- 
tant was the fact Lewkowicz 
was offering the members a 
first-hand inspection of the 
century-old structure located 
across the street from both the 
Romulus Police Headquarters 
and the Community United 
Methodist Church at 36657 Bib- 
bins. 

Original plans to create an 
Episcopal church were first

discussed back on June 22, 

1892, when Rev. Douglass 
Hooff of Detroit visited Ro- 
mulus, church records re- 
vealed. 

The first church service was 
conducted on July 12 of that 
year in the old Romulus 
School House. 

A debate still goes on today, 
Lewkowicz said, as to which 
school house the church re- 
cords refer. 

Apparently early interest in 
erecting the church grew 
quickly, as a groundbreaking 
at Bibbins and Third Street 
(now Olive Street) was con- 
ducted on May 23, 1893. 

Numerous gifts of land, reli- 
gious style furniture and 
equipment were offered by 
community residents upon the 
conclusion of the construction 
of the church. A contract had 
earlier been signed on Aug. 2, 

1893, totaling $1,313 for non- 
donated items. The builders 


were listed as E.R. Yates and 
M.H. DeVries. 

Church records show that 
the church building was com- 
pleted on Nov. 15, 1893 and the 
first service was conducted at 
7:30 p.m. on Thanksgiving Day 
1893 (no actual date was listed 
in the historical report.) 

While Lewkowicz has no 
idea how long the church con- 
gregation lasted, he has been 
informed that the building was 
converted to a home about 
1917 and was owned at that 
time by Henry and Grace Sees- 
tedt (Lau’s uncle). 

In the early 1930’s the home 
apparently was purchased by 
Roy and Jessie Van Nest. Later 
in 1974 Lewkowicz became 
aware that it was up- for sale, 
but did not have the capital to 
buy it. It was purchased by 
Mario and Arlene Mouroy. 

Nine years later Lewkowicz 
had a second chance and he 
and his wife. Candy, bought the 
slightly rundown home. 

Lewkowicz said the house 
has fascinated him since the 
days when he was a student at 
Romulus Elementary School 
(now the police station). 

“I passed it every day going 
to and from school for several 
years and loved both its 
unique outside appearance 
and its architecture,” 
Lewkowicz said. 

Since purchasing it in 1983

A motion to have the trial 
involving the waste water in- 
jection well injunction de- 
mand heard by a judge, not a 
jury, will be heard Friday by 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom. 

Romulus City Attorney 
Barry Seifman informed the 
Romulus City Council Monday 
night that the Environmental 
Disposal Services had filed the 
motion for such action and 
that it will be heard some time 
after 9:30 a.m. Friday. 

When pressed whether the 
slated Jan. 26 trial date itself 
could be delayed again, Seif- 
man said, it was quite possible 
since there still is a tremen- 
dous amount of legal work 
pending on both sides on the 
volatile issue of the hazardous- 
non hazardous liquid injection 
well. 

The trial stems from the 
contention of the city of Ro- 
mulus that a permanent in- 
junction should be issued 
against further work by EDS, 
until the company applies for 
and receives city permits for 
the work already done and ef- 
forts needed to complete the 
planned $6.1 million waste liq- 
uid injection well project off 
Wahrman and Grant roads. 

In addition, EDS Operations 
Manager Vincent Schager read 


a letter from Douglas Wick- 
lund, EDS president, denying 
that EDS or any of its em- 
ployees have now, or have ever 
had, any relationship with the 
Waterford Hills Sanitary Land- 
fill. 

The landfill, located in Oak- 
land County, was closed by the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources because of 
chemical leakage. 

The letter also stated that 
Wicklund is the sole 100 per- 
cent owner- operator of EDS 
and its Romulus based liquid 
injection well facility and as 
such, has sole control over the 
development and operation of 
the facility. 

Wicklund’s letter also de- 
nied that EDS has ever been, is 
not now and will not in the fu- 
ture “front” for any other com- 
pany or individuals. 

“EDS is extremely proud of 
its recently constructed Ro- 
mulus Deepwell, its financing 
sources which are of the high- 
est integrity and the business 
and environmental oppor- 


tunities” that can result from 
its accomplishments, the letter 
concluded. 

As to its potential customers 
when operational, Wicklund 
stated “disposal capacity will 
be offered first to the needs of 
Romulus industry and the re- 
mediation of contaminated 
sites within the city. 

“Capacity will then be made 
available to the balance of the 
southeast Michigan area. Re- 
maining disposal capacity, if 
any, will then be made avail- 
able on a regional basis to 
qualified industrial and com- 
mercial customers with waste 
disposal requirements appro- 
priate to deepwell technol- 
ogy,” Wicklund wrote. 

Then replying to ope of well 
protestors’ main concerns 
about possible out-of-state or 
Canadian injection well cus- 
tomers, Wicklund stated “EDS 
has not indicated at any time 
the limits of its market area in 
that it cannot predict eco- 
nomic conditions and disposal 
needs” of the future. 


1 st traffic death recorded

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To the Citizens of Romulus, 

I am a resident of Romulus, and I’m writing this letter because 
I feel it’s the only way I can be heard. My concerns stem from 
my experiences with regard to the E.D.S. Deepwell Facility that 
has become perhaps the most controversial matter in the city. I 
have researched deepwell injection on my own time. I have 
attempted to voice my opinion on the subject at city council 
meetings but the tone of these meetings is somewhat less than 
receptive. 

I’m angry at the people on the City Council. These people are 
supposed to be representing me and the other citizens of Ro- 
mulus. Instead,they’re representing a small, uninformed, vocal 
minority. The deepwell injection project was given tacit approval 
by the Council as far back as 1990. While I recognize that the 
Council membership has changed, and that not all members 
currently on the Council approved of the E.D.S. deepwell 
Facility three years ago, the fact remains that the Mayor and the 
Council continued to give E.D.S. the nod to go ahead, in some 
instances formally, in others informally. They were anything but 
“in the dark”. City permits were issued for project activities and 
the city attorney issued legal opinions that indicated that the city 
had no jurisdiction. Now that this Recap group has kicked up 
their heels, the City Council seems to have lost sight of the 
factual history of the project and the merits that it holds for 
Romulus. Instead of making decisions in the city’s best interests, 
they’re oiling the squeaky wheel. 

It’s about time somebody else kicked up their heels. I’m 
urging my neighbors to get involved. If this case goes forward, 
everybody loses. E.D.S. has already spent over $2 million, and if 
they lose in court, they are sure to come back at the City for 
damages. Even if they win, they will have spent a great deal of 
money fighting a battle that they never expected. This is sure to 
result in the cancellation of all benefits to the City. The City has 


already allocated $100,000 - $55,000 from my kids’ parks and 
recreation money - to fund the legal process. This case could last 
for years, and those costs will just keep piling 
up, while our services and local amenities suffer. I’ve heard tlk of 
possible layoffs, beginning with union workers in the City. 
Furthermore, the message that we’re sending to other businesses 
seeking to locate in Romulus is anything but inviting. The 
quadruple whammy - higher costs, fewer services, lower reve- 
nues, and diminished prospects for the future - is clearly a NO 
WIN situation. • 

To rehash all the facts about this project, the technical aspects 
of deepwell technology and the geology of the Romulus site - 1 11 
leave that to E.D.S., the EPA, and the DNR. But I will say that 
I’ve done my own research, and I’m convinced of the merits ot 
the project on the basis of safety, environmental benefits, educa- 
tional opportunities/enhancements, employment opportunities, 
and financial impact on the City. I m further convinced that if 
people don’t take a stand soon, what started out as an oppor- 
tunity will end up being a severe blow to this City. Take a stand. 

Call the Mayor. Call the Council. Get to the City Council 
meetings. Don’t let a small group of rabble rousers destroy a 
good thing. If you don’t act now, we’ll all be footing a hefty bill. 
There’s a lot to be gained, and even more that might be lost. It’s 
time to stop the posturing and hysteria, come to some coopera- 
tive agreement, and get on with taking advantage ol what this 
project has to offer us, the citizens and children of Romulus.

Dear Mr. Bergeron: 

Thank you for your letter of December 22, 1993, regarding the Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), hazardous waste disposal well in Romulus, Michigan. We appreciate the opportunity 
to answer your questions regarding this site. 

We would first like to say that the data regarding the completion of the well has recently been 
submitted. Because of the volume of material and the complexity involved, a full review will not 
be completed for some time. Therefore, any responses made must be considered in that light. 

Your first two questions are related, and therefore will be answered together. We are currently 
reviewing the data for the injection of non-hazardous and non-banned hazardous waste only. At 
this time, our review indicates that the well is constructed properly, and will be protective of 
Underground Sources of Drinking Water (USDWs). However, the safety is also related not only 
to the construction, but also the operation of the site. While we cannot predict how the site will 
be operated, numerous safeguards will be implemented to ensure the safe and proper operation 
of the facility. This will include continuous monitoring of the well to ensure no leaks are present, 
alarm systems which will shut the well down if a problem occurs, waste analysis to monitor what 
is going down the well, and periodic inspections to review the operation. 

In regards to the waste coming up in other communities, this has never happened in Region 5 
since the beginning of our program. A preliminary review of the geology indicates this will not 
occur, and the permit would not have been issued if this possibility was even remotely likely. 
Instances where waste has migrated upwards are extremely rare, and occurred before the 
current construction and operating requirements were in force. Where it has happened was 
generally related to high injection pressures and improperly plugged wells in the immediate 
vicinity which penetrated the injection zone. This is not the case for the EDS site. For other sites 
in the state, vertical migration of waste is estimated to be no more than a couple hundred of leet 
above the injection zone, which is generally 3000-3500 feet below any potential drinking water 
source, and horizontal migration of waste is no more than 1-2 miles over a 20-30 year peno 
wells within a 2 mile radius from the EDS well and which penetrate the confining zone were 
reviewed during the permitting process, and no improperly plugged wells were found. 

We wish to note, however, that we cannot and do not guarantee that no problems will ever occur 
at this site. At this time, the review of the material is still ongoing, and no authorization to inject 
will be given until all the data has been reviewed and found to be adequate.

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Riviera combines style and performance in re-design for 1995

It’s sleek, stylish and one of 
a kind. 

The completely redesigned 
1995 Buick Riviera will be un- 
veiled at the North American 
International Auto Show Jan. 
8 16 at Cobo Hall. 

The Riviera is a high-styled 
personal luxury coupe with a 
spirited performance, spa- 
cious interior and world-class 
structure and strength for 
safety, comfort and quietness, 
according to John Rogin, 
owner of John Rogin Buick- 
Isuzu in Wayne, 3939 south 
Wayne Road. 

“This car has become a col- 
lectible,” Rogin said. “It’s a 
classic automobile. The Ri- 
viera is priced thousands less 
than the Lexus Coupe, Mark 
VII and Eldorado.” 

Buick General Manager Ed- 
ward H. Mertz described the 
new Riviera as, “a distinctly 
American car that combines 
the style and performance of a 
coupe with the comfort and 
roominess of a full-size sedan.” 

William L. Porter, Riviera 
exterior design chief, de- 
scribed the Riviera as the 
Buick style leader. He said the 
new model makes a statement 
that Buick is, “asserting itself 
as a forward-looking, progres- 
sive company with a sophisti- 
cated line of automobiles.” 

Styling is aerodynamic and 
striking. Porter describes the 
Riviera shape as muscular, 
well-balanced and modern- 
free from cues that quickly go 
out of style. 

“Riviera has elliptical body 
forms with surfaces and curves 
that are ever changing,” Porter 
said. “We see this as a car of 
beautiful body forms and 
highly energized surfaces.” 

Balance also describes the 
Riviera performance. The

standard engine is the sophis- 
ticated new 3800 Series II V-6, 
which debuts in Riviera. The 
engine, the latest evolution in 
V-6 technology, provides excel- 
lent acceleration off the line 
(zero to 60 mph in 9.T seconds) 
and strong performance for 
merging and passing. 

It also delivers very good 
projected fuel economy (19 
city/29 highway). 

The optional supercharged 
3800 V-6 delivers still quicker 
acceleration (zero to 60 in 8.5 
seconds) and projected fuel 
economy of 17 city/27 highway. 

In designing the body stiff- 
ness for Riviera, engineers 
used a natural frequency of 25 
Hertz as a benchmark. That 
benchmark, which Riviera 
reached, was higher than for 
the top Lexus or Infiniti 
models, essentially matching 
the natural frequency of the 
300-series Mercedes. 

With the rigid body struc- 
ture as a foundation, Riviera 
engineers designed new sus- 
pension and steering systems 
that provide a quiet, comfort- 
able ride as well as precise, 
balanced handling.

The front suspension uses 
MacPherson struts and coil 
springs. The large L-shaped 
lower control arms have been 
designed to provide both good 
handling and road isolation. 
The rear suspension is a new 
semi- trailing arm design, 
which uses large cast- 
aluminum control arms, coil 
springs and shocks with air- 
leveling, making handling 
more predictable. 

Riviera uses a new mag- 
netic variable-assist steering 
system, developed by General 
Motors Saginaw Division. 

It is a power-assist system 
that combines hydraulics, 
electronics and magnetics to 
offer continuously variable- 
effort steering. It provides an 
especially smooth transition 


from high boost for ease of 
parking to minimum boost at 
highway speeds for improved 
road feel. 

The Riviera suspension sys- 
tem proves that excellent han- 
dling and control don’t 
necessarily mean a stiff, hard 
ride. Because of the attention 
paid to fundamentals such as 
suspension and steering geom- 
etry, Riviera rides comforta- 
bly, yet inspires confidence in 
the driver, even on the most 
challenging roads. 

Customers may list styling 
as their number one reason for 
buying a personal luxury 
coupe, but safety is usually 
high on their list. The 1995 Ri- 
viera has a complete range of 
safety features. 

The rigid b^dy structure, 


which contributes to the solid 
feel and predictable handling 
of the car, also forms a strong 
safety cage around the occu- 
pants. 

Both the driver and front 
passengers are protected by 
standard air bags as well as 
three-point safety belts. 

Anti-lock four-wheel disc 
brakes are standard on all Ri- 
vieras. Also standard is the 
PASS-Key II theft-deterrent 
system, which permits the car 
to be started only if the proper 
key is used. 

Perhaps most important, 
the engine, suspension, steer- 
ing and brakes of the Riviera 
have all been designed to give 
the driver a sense of confi- 
dence and control during ev- 
eryday driving and to respond 


predictably in emergency ma- 
neuvers. 

Rogin said there will not be 
a limited number of the Ri- 
viera produced. He said Buick 
intends to make them as they 
are in demand. 

“We believe, as in the past, 
that the Riviera will be the car 
an owner can be proud of for 
years to come,” Rogin said. “I 
expect to have the Riviera at 
the dealership in March or 
April.” 

The new Riviera was devel- 
oped by a team of engineers, 
designers and other professio- 
nals from Buick and from the 
Cadillac/Luxury Car Engineer- 
ing and Manufacturing Divi- 
sion in Flint. It will be 
manufactured at the Orion As- 
sembly Center near Pontiac.

Yes, new' vehicle introduc- 
tions are exciting, and the de- 
buts of futuristic concept cars 
are interesting but w'hat draws 
more than 600,000 people to 
the North American Interna- 
tional Auto Show every year 
are the cars and trucks they 
can buy in dealer showrooms 
today. 

The 600,000 square feet of 
floor space within Detroit’s 
Cobo Hall is occupied by vir- 
tually every’ kind of car and 
truck available for sale in the 
United States. This year Cobo 
will house about 750 produc- 
tion vehicles. 

For the person shopping for 
a new car or truck, the NA1AS 
provides a way to see them all 
and compare. In fact, it is the 
broad representation of vehi- 
cles that draw's the public to 
the show. In 1993, public atten- 
dance for the eight-day show' 
totaled 626.000. the third larg- 
est crowd in Detroit auto 
show’s 80 plus years. The 1993 
show saw’ the largest single- 
day attendance in show history’ 
on Saturday, Jan. 16 with 
134,166 show -goers. 

Surveys show that people 
who come to the show usually 
buy a vehicle during the year. 
The show is the catalyst to 
kicking off the new year for the 
Detroit area's 260 dealers. 

The following are some 
highlights of the latest produc- 
tion vehicles that will be on 
display at the 1994 NAIAS. 
Many of them made their 
worldwide or North American 
debuts at last year's auto show.

The SE Coupe features 
leather-wrapped steering 
w’heels with radio controls, 
cruise control, power outside 
rearview’ mirrors, remote deck 


lid release and rear window’ 
defogger. 

The Pass Key II device is a 
major feature to cut into area 
vehicle theft ratios and to pro 
vide local car owners more 
peace of mind, as it blocks star- 
ting cars with broken columns 
(a key practice in most car 


thefts today). 

Wang also revealed that all 
the new Buicks for 1994 are ag- 
gressively priced, with the 
Park Avenue priced $4,000 less 
than 1993. 

Buick is trying to give the 
car owner “more bang for his 
buck” in 1994. Wang said. 


GMC Trucks continue to be 
very popular with many econ- 
omy minded families, Wang 
said. The totally remodeled 
pickup Sonoma models are 
among the leaders, as the 
pickup trucks today remain 
the “fastest growing vehicle in 
the market.”

“The Aurora model is really 
the symbol of the new Old- 
smobile, representing how we

The first-time showing re- 
vealed that the Aurora has 
that luxury look featuring com- 
fort and style.

NAIAS.

Mustang : The new Mustang, 
which goes on sale in Decem- 
ber, is the first major re-design 
bf this American classic since 
1979. The interior and exterior 
are new with styling cues remi- 
niscent of the 1960s iteration. 
Though the Mustang keeps its 
current V-8 engine, the base 
engine becomes a V-6 instead 
for a four-cylinder. A convert- 
ible, the first to be factory in- 
stalled since the early 19702, 
will be available out of the 
chute and can be ordered with 
& removable hardtop for 
owners in the Snowbelt. 

General Motors 

Cadillac : The best-selling 
luxury car in the United 
States, the Cadillac DeVille, is 
replaced for 1994. The new ver- 
sion shares the Seville’s 
chassis and suspension. The 
DeVille is vitally important to 
Cadillac as it is its highest- 
volume model. The Coupe 
DeVille was dropped after the 
1993 model year and a 
Northstar-powered Concours 
Version is added for 1994. 

Chevrolet and GMC have 
hew compact pickup trucks for 
1994. The Chevrolet S-10 
pickup and the GMC Jimmy 
have been completely revised 
inside, outside and under the 
hood, the small trucks repre- 
sent significant volume for GM.

A 200-horsepower engine, 
an electronically controlled 
four-speed automatic trans- 
mission, and SmartTrak are 
standard equipment, he said, 
and the Bravada has lost none 
of its ruggedness.

In response to the growing 
demand for advanced safety 
features, all Cutlass Supremes 
are now equipped with a 
driver’s side air bag and anti- 
lock brakes. 

Automatic door locks, intro- 
duced last year, have been 
greatly improved, Dotson said. 

Standard on all Cutlass Su- 
premes are tilt-steering wheel, 
pulse wipers, Pass-Key vehicle 
security systems, rear window 


defogger, inside day-night mir- 
ror with dual reading lamps 
and trunk lamps. 

Thus the 1994 Cutlass Su- 
preme is still that ideal blend

Car buyers looking for de- 
sign. safety and comfort in a 
vehicle without the expensive 
price tag, can now find out- 
standing value with the new 
1994 Ford line-up which in- 
cludes the Escort and Probe. 

A driver and right-front pas- 
senger air bag supplemental 
restraint system is now stan- 
dard equipment on most Ford 
cars, according to Michael 
Mester, sales consultant for 
Jack Demmer Ford in Wayne, 
37300 west Michigan Ave. 

Quality, performance and 
the “One-Price” plan make the 
1994 Ford Escort the small-car 
value leader. 

“The Escort has new color- 
keyed bodyside moldings and 
door handles,” Mester said. 
“There is also a new interior 
which has been freshened 
with new colors and style.” 

About 90 percent of Escort 
buyers have used the One 
Price plan since the introduc- 
tion of the system. Under the 
program customers can buy a 
LX three-, four-, five-door or 
wagon at the same manufac- 
turer’s suggested retail price. 

The One Price Escorts are 
well-equipped. They have an 
air conditioning system free of 
chlorofluorocarbons, an AM/ 
FM stereo radio, dual electric 
remote mirrors and other con- 
venient features contained in 
a special equipment package. 

For 1994, 14-inch wheels 
and new wheel covers become 
standard on the wagon and op- 
tional on three-and-five-door 
LX models. The larger wheels 
and tires provide improved 
traction and handling. 

THe sporty Escort GT is 
freshened for 1994 with new 
aluminum 15-inch wheels and 
a leather wrapped steering 
wheel. New GT options in- 
clude an anti-lock braking sys- 
tem and a dazzling Sunrise 
Red exterior/interior package. 

“The cost for an Escort this 
year is anywhere between

$11,000 and $13,000,” Mester 
said. 

The stand out Probe styling, 
performance and handling 
have earned it the praise of 
car buffs and citations from 
leading auto publications, in- 
cluding Motor Trend’s 1992 
Car of the Year award for Probe 
GT. 

The 1994 Probe maintains 
all of those winning attributes 
and adds as standard equip- 
ment a front passenger air bag 
supplemental restraint system 
and an air conditioning system 
free of chlorofluorocarbons, 
the substance believed to de- 
plete the earth’s protective 
ozone layers. 

“There are new colors this 
year including a Coral Mist 
and Wild Orchid,” Mester said. 

The standard Probe has a 
118-h.p. 2.0-liter 4V four- 
cylinder engine with double 
overhead camshafts. The 
Probe GT has a twin-cam 24- 
valve V-6 engine whose cast- 
aluminum block and cylinder 
heads generate 164 h.p. 

The GT also has sport sus- 
pension, power four-wheel 
disc brakes and front and rear 
stabilizer bars. Increasing its 
aggressive appearance is a 
sporty rear fascia and front 
fascia with rectangular fog 
lamps.

corts are selling real good.” 

Younger drivers are the pre- 
dominant customers at Law 
Auto Sales reported Law. 
Spending between $5 - 6,000. 
customers look at how many 
miles the vehicle has, whether 
the vehicle has an automatic 
or standard transmission and 
the condition of the tires. 

“We fix up our cars pretty 
good," said Law, “so they get a 
good deal.” 

Open from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Monday and Thursday, 9 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. Saturday and 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Friday, Law believes a 
used car can be a better invest- 
ment. 

“You don't lose as much 
money if you buy a used car.” 
Law noted, “but it’s what you 
can afford."

Americans will be buying 
American made cars in 1994 
predicts Briarwood Ford co- 
owner Bob MacKenzie. 

Economically, MacKenzie 
said, 1994 will be good for both 
the auto industry and retail 
sales.

American,” MacKenzie said. 

New car buyers looking for 
a great Ford trucks are rush- 
ing in to buy Ford Explorers, 
according to Briarwood Ford 
.co-owner MacKenzie. 

“Explorers are tremen- 
dously high volume vehicles. 
They’re one of our best 
sellers,” MacKenzie said. 

MacKenzie said F Series 
Pickup trucks and Ford 
Rangers are also top sellers. 
All three trucks have the ad- 
ded feature of airbags and 
come in new bright reds, blues 
and greens. 

“The F Series Pick-up has 
been the number one selling 
vehicle in the country for the 
last 17 years,” MacKenzie ad- 
ded. 

Ford Aerostar minivans 
also continue to' be a very pop- 
ular selling. vehicle and, Mack- 
enzie said, Ford will be 
expanding on the model with 
the front wheel drive 1995 
Windstar.

Automakers have used the 
North American International 
Auto Show (NAIAS) to dazzle 
the audience with futurist ve- 
hicles or to offer a glimpse of a 
future production vehicle to 
gauge public reaction. 

The 1994 NAIAS has a long 
list of concept vehicles being 
introduced to the world or in 
North America for the first 
time which may find their 
ways on the highways of the 
U.S., the streets of Tokyo or the 
Autobahn of Germany. 

ASC Inc. 

ASC Inc. of Southgate, Mich, 
unveils to the world four new 
concept vehicles which high- 
light the company’s trim engi- 
neering, drivetrain 
enhancement and open-air ca- 
pability. 

ASC Chevrolet S-10 SS: The 
ASC Chevrolet S-10 SS is an ex- 
tended cab pickup with a re- 
movable targa panel. The 
concept vehicle is based on 
Chevrolet’s new small pickup 
truck, redesigned for the 1994 
model year. 

ASC Chrysler 300: The ASC 
Chrysler 300 is a derivative of 
the popular LHS model with 
complete ground effects and 
an open-air package. Chrysler 
introduced the LHS, along 
with the New Yorker, last 
spring as 1994 models. 

ASC Crown Victoria LSS: The 
ASC Crown Victoria LSS is an 
aggressive grand touring ap- 
proach to this full-size vehicle. 
Its interior and exterior design 
is built around an enhanced 
drivetrain. 

ASC Charisma : ASC is saving 
details on its Charisma con- 
cept vehicle for the show.

ASF concept car: Audi’s 
Space Frame (ASF) Concept 
Car will make its North Ameri- 
can debut at the 1994 NAIAS. 

The all-aluminum car body 
is based on revolutionary tech- 
nology: both the main struc- 
ture (the space frame itself) 
and the stressed body panels 
are made entirely of alumi- 
num. The aluminum signifi- 
cantly reduces body weight 
and fuel consumption. The 
aluminum space frame has 
performed will in crash tests. 

The ASF is environmentally 
friendly because the alumi- 
num can be recycled and be- 
cause of the vehicle’s engine.

Sumpter man, 73, 
homocide victim 

Police are continuing to investi- 
gate the death of Isaiah Dixson, 73, 
of Sumpter Township, whose body 
was found by relatives on Dec. 26.

Michigan State Police are assist- 
ing Sumpter Township police in the 
investigation, and no details of the 
homocide have been released by 
them. 

Teen accused of 
abusing infant 

A 17-year-old Westland man has 
been arraigned on charges of first- 
degree felony child abuse after he 
allegedly shook a 1-year-old infant 
for approximately five minutes 
causing permanent paralysis on the 
right side of the child’s body, West- 
land police Sgt. Laura Moore said. 

Brian Spencer Sant was ar- 
raigned out of county on Jan. 3 and 
faces a preliminary examination on 
the charge Jan. 13 in Westland 18th 
District Court. If convicted, Sant 
could be sentenced up to 15 years in 
prison. 

Moore referred to this act as the 
shaken baby syndrome and said the 
4consequences could have been 
much worse. 

“Normally children die from 
this,” Moore said. 

Moore said the foster child, was 
one of six children Sant was baby- 
sitting that day. Sant, a friend of the 
family, babysat for the children for 
approximately a year and a half 
prior to the alleged incident, Moore 
said. 

Moore said Sant admitted to 
shaking the child for 5 minutes after 
becoming frustrated with the 
1-year-old with whom he was play- 
ing. The foster child was diagnosed 
with epilepsy, asthma and was bom 
drug- addicted, Moore added. 

Friend of the Court 
hearings scheduled 

Among the eight hearings to be 
conducted on the operation of the 
Friend of the Court offices in Michi- 
gan is a 1 to 6 p.m. Jan. 15 hearing at 
the Civic Center Library, 32777 Five 
Mile in Livonia. 

The hearings are scheduled 
throughout the state to hear testi- 
mony from both employees of the 
Friends of the Court and individ- 
uals who use the court service. 

“As a member of the State Fam- 
ily Law Committee, I have received 
numerous requests for the legisla- 
ture to take a look at the Friend of 
the Court system, and determine if 
any revisions need to be made,” 
said Robert Geake, R-Northville. 
“In general, the Friend of the Court 
performs well under tough condi- 
tions, but problems do exist. These 
hearings are intended to allow indi- 
viduals who utilize the Friend of 
the Court to share their experiences 
with the subcommittee and make 
suggestions.” 

Each circuit court in Michigan 
has at least one Friend of the Court 
office. 
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Husband knocks wife from moving van

A 39-year-old Westland man charged with leav- 
ing the scene of a personal injury accident after 
allegedly causing his wife to be thrown from the 
van he was driving, had his preliminary examina- 
tion postponed until Feb. 3 so further witnesses 
could be called and the admissibility of the wife’s 
testimony, under the spousal privilege, could be 
determined. 

John Francis McCarthy Jr.’s 44-year-old wife, 
Darcie McCarthy, was hanging on the side of the 
van her husband was driving when he stopped, 
allegedly throwing her from the vehicle. 

Darcie McCarthy remained in a coma for two to 
three weeks attached to a respirator at Garden 
City Hospital and may have suffered some brain 
damage, according to Westland police Sgt. Do- 
nald Haigh. 

McCarthy, who was released on a $5,000 per- 
sonal bond, could face up to five years in prison if 
convicted of the offense. 

Although Darcie McCarthy gave testimony 
which would implicate her husband in the inci- 
dent and despite a police statement from McCar- 
thy allegedly admitting he stopped to get his wife 
off the van and then fled the scene, Darcie McCar- 


thy still lives with her husband and does not want 
him to be charged with the crime. 

Testimony was heard from a next door neigh- 
bor of the couple, who live on the 30600 block of 
Geraldine Street. The woman said she heard 
some arguing around 8:50 p.m. on Oct. 2 and then 
squealing of tires. 

“I went to the door and looked out. I saw (Mc- 
Carthy’s) van going down the street with Darcie 
standing on the sideboard of the van hanging on 
the passenger side mirror,” the neighbor testi- 
fied. 

The woman said the van was traveling west on 
Geraldine with Darcie hanging on when the van 
came to a stop and then took back off again. 

Darcie McCarthy said she couldn’t remember 
all of the events which occurred, but did recall 
jumping on the side of the van and falling to the 
ground when her husband stopped the vehicle. 

“I remember jumping on the running board 
and putting my arms around the rear view mirror 
in order to knock on the window. John saw me 
and stopped,” Darcie McCarthy said. 

The woman said she was unsure if she was 
laying on the ground or standing when she fell, 
but did remember her husband asking her if she 
was all right and responding “yes.” 

“I don’t remember anything after that,” Darcie 


McCarthy said. 

Haigh said he spoke with the wife and husband 
at their home on Oct. 18, at which time the hus- 
band admitted to causing the injuries. 

Haigh had McCarthy fill out a four-page state- 
ment in which McCarthy said his wife, who was 
allegedly drunk at the time, woke him up and 
started to argue with him. 

*“I saw her drink a fifth and half of another 
vodka,” McCarthy’s statement said. 

McCarthy allegedly told police he decided to 
drive off in order to avoid the argument. Accord- 
ing to the statement, Haigh said, McCarthy admit- 
ted to knowing his wife was hanging on the side of 
the van from the moment he backed out of the 
driveway and said he was trying to get her off the 
1988 Aerostar van by stopping. 

“She fell off and whacked her head on the 
ground. She cracked her head pretty good,” ac- 
cording to the statement. 

“I checked and her eyes were closed and she 
had no response,” McCarthy’s statement said. 

McCarthy said he drove around the corner and 
saw an ambulance coming toward his wife, so he 
came back home, got a few personal belongings 
and left out the back way to go to a friend’s home 
in Plymouth. 



Mother Nature 
christens winter

It’s that sticky, wet, cold stuff many Michigan 
residents believed wouldn’t hit the area after 
having a month of temperatures in the 30s and 
40s. 

But, as always, Mother Nature has a mind of 
her own, and on Jan. 6 area residents once 
again became acquainted with her fury as more 
than 7 inches of snow blanketed inner streets 
and highways. 

Various -media reports throughout the day 
predicted 3 to 8 inches of spow in many commu- 
nities. 

When the winter storm finally halted for a 
few brief hours in the evening, Detroit city offi- 
cials stated they had 10 inches on the ground, 
Livonia area had 8 inches and the western 
Wayne County area had an average of 7 inches 
of snow. 

Many residents pulled out their snow 
blowers while others teamed up with shovels in 
hand to clear the wet blanket from driveways 
and sidewalks. 

Various communities called for a snow emer- 
gency due to not being able to plow fast enough 
before another inch or two of snow hit the 
ground. 

Vehicle accidents on the highways piled up 
as well as in the inner streets. Romulus police 
officials reported having at least eight acci- 
dents and expected to have another three to 
five by Friday morning. No major injuries oc- 
curred. 

Wayne and Westland police departments 
each reported five accidents in the commu- 
nities with no serious injuries. 

At the Metropolitan Airport in Romulus, air- 
port officials were busy with de-icing planes 
and clearing runways. A handful of departures 
and arrivals were delayed due to the storm. 

School buses had a slight delay picking up 
children in the Wayne- Westland District with 
the slippery mess on the roads, however, every- 
one was returned home safely. 

The only schools in the area which closed

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Inkster police apprehend second murder suspect

The second suspect in the shooting death of a 
27-year-old Grosse lie man was arrested Thurs- 
day by a team of law enforcement personnel. 

Jamie Huggins, 17, of Inkster, was taken into 
police custody at an Inkster house where police 
said he had been hiding. 

Huggins did not resist when placed under ar- 
rest. He is charged with felony murder in the Dec. 
18 slaying of Dennis Niebrzydowski. He also is 
charged with armed robbery and possession of a 
firearm during the commission of a felony. 

Huggins and Eric Lawson, 21, of Detroit al- 
legedly killed Niebrzydowski after the victim at 
tempted to buy crack cocaine from them, 
according to Inkster police. 

“The victim was in a 1993 Lincoln,” said Detec- 
tive James Vergona. “The killers wanted the vehi 
ele and the victim refused to give it up. They shot 
him.”

Lawson, also charged with felony murder, ap- 
peared on Wednesday in 22nd District Court for a 
preliminary examination. However. Judge Sylvia 
James postponed the hearing and rescheduled it 
for Jan. 12 after learning about the arrest of the 
second defendant 

Huggins and Lawson, a parolee, have been re- 
manded to Wayne County Jail, without bond, until 
their court examination. 

Inkster police would not say what led them to 
the two defendants. However, Vergona said that 
“interviews and witnesses helped break this 
case.” 

According to Vergona, Niebrzydowski and an- 
other white male came to Inkster to purchase 


crack cocaine. They were in the 26000 block of 
Lehigh Street when they were approached by sev- 
eral young drug dealers. 

“We know that one of the dealers attempted to 
rob the victim, and take the Lincoln, which actu- 
ally is his mother’s, from him,” Vergona said. 

The victim resisted. The suspects opened the 
car door and tried to pull the victim out of the car 
and when he resisted, the culprits fired between 
two to three shots at him, one striking the victim 
in the back, police said. 

Niebrzydowski managed to drive from the 
scene and continued to operate the car until he 
lost consciousness, then the passenger took the 
wheel. 

The passenger got to a location on Telegraph 
Road in Dearborn Heights where Dearborn 
Heights police and rescue units responded. 
Niebrzydowski was pronounced dead at the 

scene. 

He was the 17th homicide in the city of Inkster 
in 1993.

Property tax cuts should prompt additional 
growth in the real estate business, according 
to area agents and brokers. 

“It can’t get much better than ‘93. Last year 
was a very good year,” said Glenn Silvenis of 
ReMax Crossroads in Canton Township. “With 
school property taxes eliminated, there will 
be lots of families purchasing homes who 
could not buy before. There also will be a lot 
of homeowners trading up tp larger houses.” 

Silvenis predicted “a lot of upward move- 
ment in the coming year,” and' does hot foresee 
that the proposed one or two percent transfer 
tax will have a negative impact on the market. 

During the past month, Silvenis has noted 
that some mortg 

age holders have begun to refund some es- 
crow funds. The amount of the escrow funds 
was established when the school property tax 
was still in effect, and, consequently, is some 
65 to 67 percent higher than property taxes 
will be in 1994. 

“I’ve also noticed that some mortgage com- 
panies are qualifying borrowers with the new 
tax rates considered,” Silvenis said- “This will 
help to open the doors to more people.” Jpf 

Silvenis said he was pleased to see the 
school property tax abolished by the State 
Legislature, and plans Implemented to re- 
place those tax dollars with other taxes. 

“We needed a change in the system. The 
proposed taxes will spread the cost around 
more, and not put all of the burden on the 
backs of the property owners,” Silvenis said. 
“This is more fair and equitable.” 

Silvenis said retirees w’ho might have been 
forced to give up their homes because of high 
taxes, may now be able to afford to keep their 
homes and remain in the community. 

“Interest rates are still good. I tell buyers 
than anything below 11 percent is a bargain, 
and rates are way below that now,” Silvenis 
said. “The rate for 30-year fixed mortgages is 
6-7/8 to 7-1/4 percent.” 

Mary Lou Rocha of Lakeside Realty in Be- 
lleville hopes that 1994 will be a good year, but 
feels that consumers still have a feeling of 
insecurity and uncertainty that could cloud 
the horizon.

Economy takes turn around

This is the year of the great economic turnaround. 

With a broad-based recovery, led by housing and a streamlined auto industry leading 
the way, there is a air of economic and financial optimism in the country, according to 
most economists. 

And for good reason. 

“There is a confidence, reflected by the recent upturn in retail sales and in the 
housing industry that just wasn’t there in recent years,” said Donna Jackson, recently- 
appointed manager of the National Bank of Detroit, Inkster branch. “And I don’t see 
anything on the immediate horizon to chill that optimism.” 

Jackson, who took over at NBD last October, said that the auto industry and most 
major corporations have made their cuts and layoffs “in order to compete locally and 
globally. She doesn’t believe that there will be any further layoffs. 

“With the stronger economy, I can’t see them cutting any deeper," Jackson added. “If 
they do, of course, that would lead to workers worrying about their jobs and that 
definitely would have repercussions on the economy.” 

Jackson stressed that with a prime interest rate at 6 percent and mortgage rates in the 
area of 7.3 (30-years) and 6.4 (15 years), the “numbers are there for the turnaround.” 

She also pointed out that whatever effects, if any, the recent North American Free 
Trade Agreement will have on the present economy is debatable. She takes a wait-and- 
see attitude about NAFTA. 

“There is a ray of light at the end of the tunnel,” Jackson concluded. “I don’t think you 
would have heard that two or even a year ago.” 



Employment opportunities on upswing in 94

According to employment agencies across the state, Michigan is the 
place to be for jobs in the new year. 

“Top officials are expecting continued growth for 1994,” said Norm 
Isotalo, media relations for the Michigan Employment Security Council 
(MESC). “We expect a 1 to 2 percent growth and a steady decreasing 
unemployment rate in the state.” 

F. Robert Edwards, director of the MESC,iaid job opportunities for the 
new year are a continuation of 1993 prospects. Citing record high employ- 
ment rates, the end of the federal unemployment penalty tax, state jobless 
rates at or below the national level and improved criteria for state unem- 
ployment tax credits for business, Edwards said “Michigan's work force 
completed one of its strongest years in recent history.” 

Statistics show the seasonally adjusted unemployment l ate for the state 
fell below the national rate in February, March, April and August. In 
January and September, the state rate equaled the national rate. 

“It has been nearly 30 years since Michigan's unemployment rate has 
come close to matching what it did last year in comparison to the national 
average,” said the director. “In fact, it has been 14 years since Michigan’s 
-- 



jobless rate has been below the national rate for even a single month.” 

The MESC noticed growth in many industries in 1993. Predominant 
sectors included construction, retail trade and service industries. 

Edwards predicts employment opportunities will continue to rise this 
year. 

“The overall economic outlook for this year is stronger than we earlier 
expected. For example, we anticipate that it will be a good year for the 
automotive industry, which is key to Michigan. In fact, employment gains 
should occur in most industries with construction and services, helping to 
lead the way.” 

Optimistic predictions for employment oppportunies were echoed by 
Margie Provan of Manpower in Belleville. 

“I look for an increase in employment in 1994,” Provan said. “The econ- 
omy is looking up, and the general business climate is better. Those factors 
indicate more job opportunities.” 

According to the U.S. Department of Labor, the service industries will 
remain the largest and fastest growing sector of our economy. 

An increase in employment is predicted in heath care, business ser- 
vices, education, retail trade, transportation and in government, the labor 
department noted.

A 31-year-old Westland man, 
charged with four counts of 
criminal sexual conduct (CSC) 
against his 8-year-old son, was 
bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder's Court for trial. 

The defendant is charged 
with two counts of First-degree 
CSC and two counts of second- 
degree CSC for alleged sexual 
acts involving penetration 
with his young son over a one- 
year period. Westland police 
Sgt. Laura Moore said. 

"He was sodomizing and 
having oral sex with his own 
natural son for over a year. He 
told the youth that this was the 
way he showed love for him,” 
Moore said. 

“Now the child will equate 
homosexual acts with love,” 
Moore added. 


Moore said the man told his 
son not to tell anyone or “he 
would make his father go to 
jail.” 

The defendant's $10,000/10 
percent conditional bond was 
posted by his employer. The 
conditional bond prohibits the 
man from any contact with 
youths under age 18 without 
another adult present. 

If convicted, the man would 
be required to have an Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS) test and 
could face a maximum of 15 
years in prison on the second- 
degree CSC charges and up to 
life imprisonment if convicted 
of the first-degree CSC 
charges. 

The incidents allegedly oc- 
curred from Dec. 22, 1992 to 
October 1993 at night when the 
mother was away from the 
family home, the youth testi- 
fied. 


“He would wake me up. 
We’d take a shower in my bath- 
room. After he’d say keep your 
clothes off and tell me to go to 
my mom’s room,” the child tes- 
tified. 

The boy testified to explicit 
and details sex acts he 
claimed his father had com- 
mitted with him including sod 
omy and oral sex. 

“He (father) said to* keep it a 
secret or the police would take 


him away,” the victim said. 

The boy testified that the in- 
cidents occurred about twice a 
week, starting when he was 7 
years old and the family lived 
in Wayne. The youth testified 
that he told his 6 year-old sis- 
ter about the incidents after 
his father mowed out of the 
family home located on the 
38500 block of Canyon Road in 
Westland, because the couple 
was in the process of getting a 
divorce,. 


“He filed for divorce prior 
to the mother finding out 
about this. The boy probably 
felt more comfortable talking 
when the dad wasn’t there.” 
Moore added. 

The alleged victim’s sister 
told their mother about the in- 
cidents. However, when his 
mother confronted -him, the 
boy denied that his father did 
those things, according to testi- 
mony. 

The boy said he denied the 
allegations when his mother 
first confronted him because 
she was upset and crying. How- 
ever, later the youth told his 
mother the incidents did oc- 
cur, the boy testified. 

“I told mom he did it be- 
cause I didn’t want him to hurt 
any other kid," the youth said. 

Defense attorney Gerald 
Lorence tried to prove the 
child lied about the sexual 


acts in an effort to get his par- 
ents back together. Lorence 
asked the child if he had 
learned these sexual things ' 
from the children at school 
and by looking at a sexually 
explicit book in his mother’s 
room. 

Although the child an- 
swered “yes” to the questions, 
when asked again if his father 
was guilty of the sexual acts, . 
he said “yes.” 

Moore also told the judge 
that the wife reported the man 
had many guns and has made 
threats to her and on his own 
life. 

Despite the somewhat con- 
tradictory testimony, Westland 
18th District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos bound the case over to 
Detroit Recorder’s Court for 
trial and said, “I find him 
(youth) to be a very bright, ar- 
ticulate young man.” 


Detroit woman arrested for murder of Westland resident

A 25-year-old Detroit wo- 
man is scheduled to be ar- 
raigned in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court on charges of first- 
degree murder and arson in 
connection with the Dec. 21 
house fire which led to the 
death of Westland resident 21- 


vear-old Steven Rosati, accord- 
ing to Detroit police. 

Laura Faulk, who lived in 
the apartment below Rosati. at 
6302 Tarnow Street in Detroit, 
was charged after Detroit Fire 
officials determined the cause 
of the fire to be cigarette 
lighter fluid, according to De- 
troit police Sgt. Thomas Black- 
stone. 

Faulk was arrested on Dec. 


21 in connection with the 
blaze, in which Mr. Rosati died 

of smoke inhalation and burns, 
Blackstone said. Faulk faces 
arraignment on the charges 
Jan. 14, 1994. 

Faulk is being held on a 
$200,000/10 percent bond. If 
convicted, she faces manda 
tory life imprisonment on the 
murder charge and up to 20 


years in prison on the arson 
charge. 

Mr. Rosati’s body was found 
lying on the floor in a small 

sunroom toward the back of 
the old home subdivided into 
apartments, Blackstone said. 
Blackstone speculated that Mr. 
Rosati may have been trying to 
escape from the home when he 


died of smoke inhalation. 

“He probably was headed 
that way and ran out of air,” 
Blackstone surmised. 

According to family mem- 
bers, Mr. Rosati was renting an 
apartment in the home for 

about four weeks. Mr. Rosati’s 
sister, Peggy Fenwick, said the 
woman accused of the crime 


lived in the apartment below 
her brother and the two were 
acquaintances. 

Mr. Rosati’s parents, An- 
thony and Carol Rosati are 
well-known in Westland for 
their long-time participation 
as organizers of the annual 
Westland Junior Miss competi- 
tion.

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New court administrator 
plans to correct court woes

Veteran 44 year old Michi- 
gan court administrator Mic- 
hael Ramsey began unpacking 
lus office supplies shortly after 
noon Wednesday, in prepara- 
tion for accepting the "chal- 
lenge" of correcting the 
beleaguered 34th District 
Court in Romulus. 

Ramsey, who has more than 
20 years expel ience in various 
Michigan courts, won out over 
an estimated 300 applicants in 
recent months to succeed 
Nancy Schuette as the new 
34th District Court administra- 
tor. 

Schuette resigned her post 
this summer after being on 
paid leave since March, when 
then Chief Judge William 
Szlinis asked for an audit of 
the court financial records by 
the Michigan State Supreme 
Court. 

Schuette’s deputy adminis- 
trator, Tammy Riopelle, also 
was on paid leave until her job 
was eliminated late this sum- 
mer. 

A criminal investigation 
also was conducted by Michi- 
gan State Police, but the re- 
sults of that probe have not 
been made public at this time 


“due to an ongoing criminal in- 
vestigation.” 

Members of the District 
Control Unit of the 34th Dis 
trict Court, including Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, re- 
main angry and frustrated by 
the lack of information pro 
vided them by the court. 

McAnally has charged that 
Szlinis also had a second audit 
of the court finances done by a 
private firm and has failed to 
share those findings with the 
control unit 

Ramsey explained that he is 
familiar with the past prob- 
lems in the 34th District and 
has a histoiy of correcting such 

problems. 

Ramsey, who most recently 
served as court administrator 
of the 55th District Court in In 
gham County, said his strength 
of being a “problem solver” 
fits in tightly with the needs at 
the Romulus facility. 

While Ramsey technically 
begins his tenure here Mon 
day, he actually won’t be seen 
much by the public until 
Thursday. 

From Monday through 
Wednesday, he and newly- 
named Chief Judge Felix 
Rogalle will be at the New 
Chief Justice Seminar in Lans- 
ing 

Then on Thursday, Ramsey 


said he will begin his “open 
door" policy as court adminis- 
trator in Romulus. 

Ramsey, who said he under- 
went a rigorous questioning 
process by the court screening 
committee and a second inter- 
view session by the three court 
judges, said he feels fully able 
and qualified to take on the 
task of tightening up financial 
and security procedures in- 
side the court house. 

While serving as court 
house leader, media communi- 
cation chief and judicial advi 
sor, Ramsey explained “I also 
serve at the beck and call of 
the judges.” 

A graduate of Lansing Com- 
munity College, Ramsey is cur- 
rently attending Central 
Michigan University, Seeking a 
degree in public administra- 
tion. 

He also is one of about 600 
individuals to graduate from 
the Court Executive Develop- 
ment program. 

Ramsey, who will soon be 
moving to Belleville, currently 
is single and the father of two 
teenage children. 

Outside of the court house, 
Ramsey enjoys running and 
playing squash. “Other than 
that I consider myself the De- 
troit Red Wings No. 1 fan,” he 
said.

Voters to decide on new 
school reform package

Michigan lawmakers have a 
plan to reform the way schools 
are financed in the state. 

Whether voters agree to the 
plan, which would increase 
the state sales tax from 4 to 6 
percent, will be determined on 
March 15. 

If the voters reject the state 
proposal, then a back-up pro- 
posal which would increase 
the state peuonal income tax 
from the present 4.6 percent to 
6 percent would go into effect. 

Standing b e t w e e n the 
March 15 election and the pro 
posals are special interest 
groups ready to go to court to 
stop the implementation of the 
ballot proposal as well as the 
back-up plan. 

If one of the groups is suc- 
cessful in blocking the imple- 
mentation of the proposals, the 
state Legislature will be in a 
financial dilemma that could 
bankrupt the schools. 

In their wisdom - or foolhar- 
diness, the state lawmakers 
wiped out property taxes as 
the source for funding schools. 
Senate Bill 1, signed last sum-

mer by the governor, gave 
property owners tax relief, 
however, the Legislature did 
not have in place a plan to re 
place the $10.1 billion needed 
to keep schools operating. 

The March 15 proposals are 
designed to replace the funds, 
according to the architects of 
the plans. 

However, some groups, in- 
cluding the politically astute 
Michigan Chamber of Com- 
merce, are ready to wage a 
court battle to stop the imple- 
mentation of the proposals, if 
approved by the voters this 
spring. They cite violations of 
the Michigan Constitution, 


which states that “every tax, 
with the exception of the gen- 
eral ad valorem property tax 
shall be uniform upon the 
class or classes on which it op 
erates." 

The March 15 ballot pro- 
posal would violation Article 
IX, section 3 provision of the 
constitution, they believe. 

Also, one of the primary rea- 
sons for the school finance re- 
form package is to close the 
gap between the amount 
school districts spend per pu- 
pil on education. Under the 
proposal, districts will have a 
state guarantee of $5,000. That 
is far less than some districts, 
like Bloomfield Hills, Bir- 
mingham and Southfield pres- 
entlyspend per pupil. In order 
to finance these richer school 
districts at their present rates, 
(he state will “hold harmless" 
these districts allowing them 
to levy the difference which, in 
most cases, will have tax- 
payers paying more - not less - 
tax to the schools. 

The battle lines are defi- 
nitely drawn. 

On March 15, the voters will 
decide the winners. ..and the 
losers. 


School board begins selection 
process for search firm

The only Michigan superin- 
tendent search firm addressed 
Plymouth-Canton school board 
members last Wednesday. 

Board members are in the 
process of selecting a search 
firm to interview candidates to 
replace retiming Superinten- 
dent of Plymouth- Canton Com 
munity Schools Dr. John 
Hoben who announced his re- 
tirement last year. 

Kara Funk, director of 
Michigan Association of 
School Boards (MASB) super- 
intendent search, informed 
board members that candi- 
dates for the superintendent 
position do not need to possess 
a teacher or superintendent 
certificate. 

“Now, you may still require 
certification for your district, 
but it is not required by the 
State of Michigan any longer,” 


said Funk. 

The non-profit organization, 
originated in 1980, boasts ex- 
perience from more than 200 
Michigan school districts in- 
cluding East Lansing, Lake 
Orion and Van Buren Towns- 
hip. Many of the districts, en 
rolling between 325 and 24,000 
students, are repeat cus- 
tomers. 

For $10,000, the consulting 
firm prepares, recruits, trains 
and supports various aspects 
of the search process. Consul- 
tants first establish a custom- 
ized timeline to fit the needs of 
the district. Then they work to 
solicit criteria input from staff 
and community members. 

“We offer an excellent ser- 
vice,” said Funk. “I pride our- 
selves on meeting the needs of 
our (MASB) members. Our pri- 
mary goal is to develop an in- 
dividualized process that will 
produce the best match for 


your district's needs.” 

Cut rently working with nine 
different districts, Funk admit- 
ted her evenings in January 
were very busy, while her Feb- 
ruary calendar looked open. “I 
would also get help from other 
employees at MASB/'she said. 

“I don’t think you’ll find any 
consulting firm that can meet 
your Michigan needs like we 
can,” said Funk. “And we rec- 
ognize that your needs will be 
different from Ypsilanti.” 

Candidates are recruited 
for the position both in state 
and out-of- state through ad- 
vertisements, personal con- 
tacts and referrals. 

“I will place ads in nation- 
ally circulated educational 
media, I will make phone calls 
and I will write letters,” said 
Funk. “The one thing I won’t 
do is try to unseat a Michigan 
superintendent from another 
district.” 


Absentee ballots now available 


Voters who may be out of 
town for the special state elec- 
tion scheduled for March 15 
can apply now for an absent 
voter ballot, according to Sec- 
retary of State Richard H. Aus- 
tin. 

“The special election re- 
quested by the legislature to 
decide the fate of a ballot pro- 
posal on school funding comes 
at a time when many Michigan 
residents will be vacationing 
in warmer parts of the country 
or sightseeing with their chil- 
dren on spring break,” ex- 
plained Austin who is the state 
chief election official. 

“As residents make plans to 


be out of town on March 15, 
they should add an absent vo- 
ter ballot application to their 
list of things to do.” 

State law allows registered 
voters to apply for an absent 
voter ballot 75 days prior to the 
election if they plan to be out 
of town on election day. The 
law also extends the right to 
vote by absent voter ballot to 
individuals unable to vote 
without assistance; voters 60 
years of age or older, voters in 
jail awaiting arraignment or 
trial, voters working as pre- 
cinct inspectors in a precinct 
other than where they are reg- 
istered to vote; and voters un- 


able to attend the polls 
because of religious beliefs. 

If any of these conditions 
exist, voters should write or 
telephone their city or towns- 
hip clerk to obtain an absent 
voter ballot application, or 
complete the application in 
person at the local clerk’s of- 
fice. Votes may also write a let- 
ter to the local clerk 
requesting an absent voter bal- 
lot and explaining the reasons 
this method of voting is neces- 
sary. 

The final day to register in 
the special electing is Valen- 
tine’s Day, Feb. 14.

To get into show business takes a lot of hard work and 
initiative, according to Parker. 

“There are two ways you get into this business,” Parker 
said.

Local actor is 

Fred Flintstone movie stand in 

Flintstones, meet The Flintstones.. 

When the expected smash hit film Flintstones opefas at 
local theaters this year, the role of Fred Flintstone por- 
trayed by actor John Goodman may look like a bedrock of 
fun, but it actually took quite a bit of work to put together. 

Just ask former Westland resident Dean Parker, a 1982 
John Glenn graduate, who landed the lead stand-in role 
portraying Goodman throughout the flick. 

“The stand-in means you have to have somebody the same 
size and dimensions of the main actor for the cameras to 
focus on and adjust to lighting or sound,” Parker said. “I 
read and walk or move as John sits under the shade and 
waits until everything is just right.” 

Filming began in the middle of May. Parker said he spent 
approximately 1 1/2 months working as the stand-in. 

“I think what I enjoyed most was meeting the top stars like 
Goodman and Rick Moranis,” Parker said. “John is one of 
the best in the business. He is a really nice person. Very 
quiet until you get him joking around 
The film took place in a rock quarry which Parker said got 
a little unbearable at times. 

“It was the most brutal thing,” Parker said. “John said he 
would never do that again. It was hot in the daytime and 
freezing at night. We walked on rocks in our bare feet be- 
cause we couldn't wear shoes during the filming.” 

The average filming day began at 5 a.m., in costume, and 
ready for action. Parker said he didn’t really get exhausted 
from the work. 

“We didn’t leave the set until 7 or 8 p.m.,” Parker said. 
“This business is a lot of waiting. It’s a pain in the butt 
basically. You’re waiting for the director to make up his 
mind. 

“If he decides to change anything, you’re there for another 
two hours at the mercy of this guy. But, it’s a lot of fun.” 

Parker wore the same familiar Fred Flintstone costume, 
striped black with orange, every day. 

“I don’t even know how many times the thing was 
washed,” Parker said. “They had us in sand and dust every 
day.” 

Landing the lead stand-in role resulted from a little bit of 
luck, according to Parker. 

“My agent found out they were looking for a John Good- 
man stand-in,” Parker said. “They had five people there 
wanting the position, but when I walked in, they gave me the 
role instantly.” 

Parker said he never really thought about acting in high 
school or even in college when he attended Eastern Michi- 
gan University. He said his goal was to become a sports 
reporter. 

“I did Eastern Michigan’s basketball play-by-play,” Parker 
said. “My major was radio and television. I was a disc jockey 
at WQBR radio as a sports reporter. That’s what I wanted to 
do when I was young. 

“Then I found out how political the business was and how 
little money you make.” 

Parker said he only entered the world of acting about 1 1/2 
years ago. Prior to being bitten by the show business bug, he 
said he was a financial planner, in Dearborn. 

He said he also moved around the U.S. quite a bit before 
making a home in sunny California. 

“I lived in Jamaica, Hawaii. Texas, Arizona and Florida,” 
Parker said. “I’m not someone who likes to stay in one place 
very long.” 

Parker said it was his sister who started doing extra work 
before he arrived in California. When he made his move, he 
said his sister told him to see a casting agent. 

“I was in a movie the next day from seeing the casting 
agent," Parker said. “I played a prisoner in Fist And Fire. I 
kind of got the bug after I did that. It was really fun. They 
feed you really good.” 

Getting paid as a stand-in can range anywhere from $400 a 
week to $1,000. according to Parker. 

“It all depends on how much work you have to do,” Parker 
said. “You could make a couple grand for one week, and it 
makes up for all the little weeks.” 

Parker said when his friends.see him on television or in a 
movie now. they get very excited, more so than he does. 

“It s a job now,” Parker said. "At first you're awe struck. 
Then you realize that these people put their pants on the 
same way. they go to the bathroom. They do every thing you 
do. but their just making a couple more million than you.” 

Now that Parker is building a foundation as an actor, he 
said his goal is to become professional and land a lead role 
in a major flick.

A defiant Romulus man, 
who city officials claim has il 
legally stored nearly 100,000 
used tires on his five acre 
property, may have his hearing 
in the 34th District Court de- 
layed. 

Romulus City Ordinance Of- 
ficer Steve Banko said he re- 
cently filed 21 city complaints 
against William Connolly of 
6748 Cogswr-ll because of what 
Banko described as deplor- 
able conditions created by the 
old tires, illegally erected 
fences and out buildings and 
other problems at Connolly’s 
homesite. 

Banko said Connolly has a 
10-year history of failing to an 
swer city ordinance violations 
and being absent from court 
hearings. 

Thus when he was brought 
before 34th District Court 
Judge Felix Rogalle last 
month, Rogalle set bail of 10 
percent of $500 per charge and 


set for Romulus resident storing 100,000 tires 



a return court day of Feb. 18. 

First Connolly refused to 
put up his bail and was or- 
dered jailed. Then it was re- 
vealed that the Wayne Courfty 
Jail was overcrowded and Con 
nolly was transferred to the Is- 
abella County Court. 

Most recently it was re- 
ported that the 34th District 
Court will be closed Feb. 18, 
since an all-day seminar is 
slated for that day. A court em- 
ployee noted that Connolly’s 
case would have to be 


switched to another date. 

The storage of the massive 
amounts of used tires creates 
annual mosquito breeding 
problems, Banko said, and the 
tires and other violations 
cause potential fire problems 
on the Connolly property. 

If we ever have a fire out 
there, Banko said, we would 
have a heck of a problem put- 
ting it out. 

It is hoped a new court date 
can be worked out within the 
next week, court officials said.
